It would apjioui- from this document 
that under tlio mixed or hybrid system 
' of authority the cost of maintaining 
the municipal police forco has been 
largely onluuiced instead of decreased. 
• It is shown that for the three yours the 
divided x-espousibility .sy.steiu has been 
in force the o.Kpeiises have boon nearly 
§2250 in excess of tho expenses for the 
three years immediately preceding the^ 
change — and this increase has occurred 
in spite of an economy at the rate 
of §1100 per annum in tho police mag- 
istrate's salary for the past IS months. 
Tho actual increa.so in tho cost of the 
ostablishmont, (supposing the magis- 
trate to have received 01800 per annum 
"• - as before) would have been banl upon 
§4000. The committee object to a 
continuance of the system because the 
appointnientofthesuporintendont.boing 
vested in tho government, is political 
in its character, whilst, were the ap- 
pointment vested in the hands of the 
municipality, it would bo made sis a re- 
ward for raeritnriou.s services or in 
recognition of peculiar litncss for the 
position. Not only ha.s it become 
plain that the services of a superin- 
tendent who id required to absent him- 
'i "^-j sblf ithree months atva'strotch from the 
municipal boundaries cannol' bo of any 
real value to the city, but the commit- 
tee assert that the city bylaws cannot 
be properly enforced unless tho perma- 
nent head of tho forco is removed from 
tho iniluenco of political parties. In 
no municipality of the provinco are 
bylaws more openly violated than in 
this. Take any day of the year and 
count the number of horses left stand- 
ing untied and unattended;obHervo in the 
muddiest weather with what beautiful 
exactness tiio drivers of vehicles block 
tho crosswalks in order that they may 
' ' alight dryshod' while a score or so of 
pedestrians are forced by the selfish 
act to turn into tho mud; and see how 
often the evening sky is lighted by the 
glare of ignited chimney-soot. Tlieso 
are minor thing.s, to be sure, l)ut they 
form a part of tho matters over which 
municipalities are given control and to 
,1 [.meeji ^hich (this. jrouuioiBalifcy^^ par- 
ticular has passed spociat bylaws. 
Their nononforcement may not arise 
from the presence of a political head 
to the forco; but the committee think 
they do, and their opinion is entitled 
to weight. But the strangest 
clause is where the committee assert 
that the . average cost of prisoners to 
the city amounts to nearly 60 cents per 
man per day; while the report of a 
sjieeial commitleo of the House in 1879, 
who examined closely into tho mat- 
ter, shows that in 1S78 tho cost of 
keeping provincial prisoners was 23^ 
cents per man per day, and that in 
i \ .1879 the -cost of keeping tho same 
• ' 'class of iprisoncrs was only Hi cents 
per man per day. Wo remember that 
f at the time the report was submitted 
' we poked fun at the government and 
the Bu'perintendenb and asked if pro- 
vincial prisoners were required to "do 
Banting ?" It would seem, from 
the municipal committee's report, that 
it costs the average of 42 cents a day_ 
more to feed u city prisoner than is re- 
quired for the sustenance of a pro- 
vincial prisoner ? This is a very re- 
markable fact, and the publie will 
scarcely be satisfied until they have 
read tho dietary scales of both classes; 
for if the body and soul of a provincial 
prisoner can be kept togctlier on an 
average of 18 cents a day, the munici- 
pal ill-doer to consume GO cents' worth 
must be luxuriated on aldermanic green 
. turtle soup, turkey with, cranberry 
sauce, Btrawberriea and cream, and all 
other delicacies of the season, one of 
Kurtz's Own and a glass of sparkling 
Moselle as a .sedative. These strange 
and contradictory figures will doubt- 
less be made the subject of an inquiry 
,,by.the House. Upon looking into the 
' law of tho case we find that the pro- 
vincial superintendent owes no allegi 
ance to the municipality. Ho is not, 
in fact, tho commander or chief of tho 
city police; althougli he may call on 
'. them for assistance, h(! has not tho 
power of directioti given him. Tho 
agreement under which tho salary of 
the suijerintendent is jointly borno by 
the province and Icity is terminable at 
the will of either party to it, and it is 
understood that the government will 
accede to tho desire of tho City Council 
and withdraw from further interfer- 
ence with the functions of tlie city 
police within the civic boundaries. 



A railway will attract population, :\nd 
if that jjojjulation can bo settled on 
the public lands, if those lands can bo 
surve^'ed and roads built to and 
through them, all at Dominion ex- 
pense, why should the province block 
tho way to an arrangement that would 
be advantageous in many ways. 
The idea that the provinco .should stoi'e 
its public lands for the benelit of future 
branch lines of railway is good in the 
abstract ; but the time when tlio.lands 
will 'be required for the purpose is so 
remote that the ways and nieana may 
bo safely left for the next^ge'neratipn 
to provide. What wo of tiiis gener- 
ation ought to bo most concerned in is 
in assisting to shape a policy that will 
place the country on the high road to 
pr^osperityiin the near future. If tho 
public' lands" now lying idle can be 
turned to advantageous account by the 
Dominion, we hope the "eouiitryi will 
vote in favor of tlieir being conveyed 
to the Dominion in trust uiidiu- the 
strongest possible guarantees for tiie 
fulfilment of the OasnAbVo]!! Terms. 
Tho contention of " A Britisii Co- 
lumbian '" that because tho province 
foolishly accepted the CARyAiivox 
Terms at a time when she might have 
retained her own until tho completion 
of overland railway communication, 
and because in consequence of our own 
fatuity the Dominion Government is 
taking annually from ^ t|tj . province 
§110,000 more thnn -ah'e^ britigs into it, 
should not bo taken as an argumout in 
favor of snap])ing tho bond of union; 
but it is a strong argument in support 
of tlie claims of this country on the 
Dominion for tliefulfilment of the Oar 
XAUVOK Term.s.

Rev. W. Stewart Boss, incumbent of 
of Christ Chnrch, Belfast, delivered tho 
second of a course of lectures entitled:

Tho evorlasting assizes at New Wost- 
uiinster arc at length approaching their 
termini^tipn. . The cose fur the Crown 
asninst the prisoner Halliday, indicted 
fur tho murder of tho Poole family at 
Lillooot in the spring of 1879, was con- 
cluded on Friday last. .\t 2 p. m. the 
learned judge commenced his charge, and 
affer a most careful review of tho volum- 
inous evidence which occupied eight hours 
he . directed the jury to consider their 
verdict. At half-past 1 o'clock yesterday 
inorifing tho jury returned to the court- 
I'dom witli a verdict of acquittal. For 
some timo, wo understand, tlio jury was 
undecided aa to tho decision they could 
justly come to, but after weighing tho cir- 
cumstances, which ns developed by tho 
Crown wore conflicting, unsatisfactory 
and flimsy in nature, the only altornfttivo 
was a verdict of "not guilty," The case 
for tho Crown was from tlio first seen to 
be hopele.s3, and tho only wonder is that 
tlie jurors did not long before riso up 
and express lhum.solvc3 a.s prepared to re- 
turn their verdict. Mr. A. E. B. Davie 
, niade a yery able address on behalf of the 
prisoner, his remarks occupying tho at- 
tention of tlfe Court and jury for two 
hours. Mr. A. R. Robertson, Q.C., wHo 
appeared fur tho Grown, summed up in 
H speech of an hour and half's duration.

Ivan Potro, who was sent out last May 
to take tho census of -Alaska, has returned 
to Washington. Ho travelled to Alton 
tho extreme western end of tho .Aleutian 
Islands, northward to Norton S-mnd, up 
the Yukon rivpj 900 piiles, «nd overland 
and by canoes to'Kodiak, getting all tho 
population west of Sitka and North of 
Prince AVilliam's Sound. The population 
of the southeastern portion of Alaska was 
to bo taken by a deputy, who has not yet 
reported. FotrofTs onumeration of Alaska 
ag^gatea;about 22,000, of which about 
18;0OQ]JroJfniaiafii^l300 Aleuta;^ 1600 
cireoleErm' mixoa^Russiaia and Aleut blood, 
128 white malos and four white females. 
Tho largest population in any ono center 
is at Kodiak principally Indians, Aleuts 
and Creoles, with a few whites. 

In addition to the above population in 
Alaska, Capt. Smith, ice pilot of tho re- 
venue steamer Oorwin, counted 2200 Es- 
qiifnJauk botwe'on ^Behring Straits and 
Point Narrow. It is estimated that Alaska 
contains about 30,000 human buinfs, of 
which possibly 300 are wliites.

Ciiic.vciO, Nov. 11. — .Some timo ago 
the Elgin Board of Trade appointed 
Chas. Baltz, Joseph Tefio, and S. -A- 
Dorgargonz a committee to investigate 
certain rumours about the wholesale 
adulteration of butter and cheese or 
tho manufacture of spurious butter and 
cheeao. These gentlemen' have pre- 
pared a report stating that thoy have 
found iu Ohtcago six or. seven; factories 
which are turning ■oir from 25,000 to 
30,000 pounds of lard and butter daily. 
This stuff is made of lard, soapatone, a 
little butter, and other substances, the 
entire mixtuve not coasting more than 
a shilling, while it is sold a cent or 
two below the genuine butter, or at 14, 
23^ and' 27 cents, iiccording to whether 
it is common dairy or creamery. Some 
is sold in Chicago, but the greater part 
of it ia shipped east and south as gen- 
uine butter from tho dairy districts of 
Illinois and Wisconsin. It is supposed 
to be bettor than qleomargarine, which 
is made of lard. The committco finds 
also that chease ia being adulterated 
by tho uso of a cohiposition of alkali 
sal-soda. It is called "nnti-puff," be- 
cause it prevents olieeso from pufiing 
up and allowing ])lonty of buttermilk 
to the worker. It is used only in skim- 
med milk cheese. 

"Is it good to eat )" asked the re- 
porter. 

"No, unless one likos leather and 
chips," was the reply of an experienced 
dairyman. 

Tho committee will rocominond logia- 
lation, not to stop the manufacture but 
to compel it to bo labelled* and sold for 
what it is, arid not for the genuine 
article. 

ASouhtfol StOIT. 

Halu-ax, N. S.,Nov. 11. — An ex- 
traordinary story regarding a prediction 
of the late raining disaster comes from 
Stellarton. Immediately after the first 
accident in Seiitember from a rush of 
water into the mine an old woman re- 
siding at New Glasgow named Grouse, 
and known aa a kind of fortune-teller, 
predicted that a second accident from 
water would occur at the mine with loss 
of life, which did occur on the 12th of 
October. Sho also said that on tho r2th 
of November a terrible explosion would 
take place, accompanied by groat loss 
of lifo and destruction of property. 
Tho woman had been consulted by some 
of tho miners, and some few of the more 
supcrsititious among tho men loft the 
mine. The matter became so mutch 
talked' of id the rieiglibottrhood that sev- ' 
eral clergymen from their puipits cen- 
sured those people who placed any re- 
liance on the story. A young man 
named Roberts, on leaving his iiomo 
for the mine on Friday morning last, 
said to his mother ; — "This is the day 
the soothsayer predicted the great acci- 
dent in the mine." Hia mother up- 
braided him for thinking of such trash ; 
he went to work and an hour later was 
a corpse. The above facts aro vouched 
for by reliablegenlleinen in the vicinity. 

Baerla&A's Forelern FoUoy. 

New York, Nov. 29. — A London 
special to the World says: Earl Gran- 
ville's allusion in bis speech at Ham- 
ley in Staffordshire to the course of 

the foreign policy of the Govornment, 
subBtautinlly menns, as interpreted in 
the London Clubs, that Franco now 
unites at last with England, Russia and 
Italy in the policy of compelling Tur- 
key to comply with tho terms of the 
Berlin treaty in regard to tho Greek 
frontier. This is the keynote to whieh 
tho foreign policy of England during 
during the next session of parliament, 
will be altered. Of course the porte 
will resist with all its power any ces- 
sion of territory to the Hellenes, but 
Gladstone is reported to have made up 
his mind that his iiolicy towards Greece 
shall bo carried out, and it now seems 
probable that before many months 
Turkey will be forced to take steps 
backwards in her movement of retreat 
nto Asia. 

Tho Nihilists to thoir Friends. 

Paris, Nov, 29. — The Intransigeant 
this evening j)ul)lishcs three important 
letters emanating from the Knssiau 
Revolutionary Committee and addresE- 
ed to Rochefort, Karl Max and Leon 
Hartmnnn. The Committee asserts 
that tlie NihiliBts are lighting for tho 
sovereignty of the Russian people, and 
t invites tlio moral cooperation of 
Rochefort, and appeals to Europe and 
America for funds to enable it to car- 
ry on the struggle. The letter to Hart- 
mann authorizes that active fire-brand 
to open permanent agencies both in Eu- 
rope and America for receiving sub- 
scriptions. Rochefort seems not to rest 
on the laurels he affects to have won at 
the Csisey trial. He announces this 
morning liis intention to apply to tho 
municipal authorities of this city for 
permission to iiavo statues erected in 
certain pul^lic places in memory of the 
heroes of the Commune.

The report comes from England, 
where it is current and seems to be 
creHitediithat'.Gerald l^assi^y, tho poet, 
h&slost 'his wits, and is now the inmate 
of a lunatic asylum. This story is 
probable enough, for Mnssey has long 
been unbalanced, and many of his ac- 
quaintances have more than once 
thought hia mind unsettled. His early 
life was extremely hard, and hia strug 
gle with narrow circumstances and mis- 
fortunes has beefivtbucbingly indicated 
in his verse. Born' in Hertfordshire 
more than fiftv-two years ago, of par- 
ents .so voiy poor and ignorant that ho 
passed hia childhood in a hovel, with 
inauffioieut food and clothing, one of 
England's numberless heirs to penury 
and woe. His entire education was 
limited to a few months at a penny 
school, whore ho learned to read and 
write. At eight years of ago ho was set 
to work in a silk mill near Tring, and his 
miserable pittance, never exceeding 
thirty cents per week in our money, 
was deemed indispensable in keeping 
bread in the mouths of his wretched 
parents and thoir wretched offspring. 
He was obliged to toil twelve to four- 
teen hours a day, and was finally 
thrown out of emplo^'mont by the burn- 
ing of tho mill. His next occupation 
was straw plaiting, even more unwhole- 
some than tho other, and ho sufllered, 
in common witli his family, from agues 
ongondered by the rnarsliy region 
where ho lived. But Gerald had a 
passion for learning which hunger and 
sorrow and illness could not quench. 
He read with' avidity whatever books 
ho could lay hold of, and at fifteen,when 
he wont to London to bo hired as an 
errand boy, ho devoured whatever 
printed matter fell in his way, sitting 
up until near daylight to gratify his 
feverish thirst for knowledge. At 
seventeen ;h& fell in love, which awoke 
ih*him a" desire to mako versos. His 
first composition of tho kind was upon 
Hope, when, aa ho told us, he was 
utterly hopeless. Having reached his 
legal majority, ho began to print his 
verses in a provincial journal, and af- 
terward a collection was made of them 
foe a volume published at his native 
town, Tring, under the title of 
"Poems and Chansons." The French 
Revolution of 18-18, by prompting him 
to look into the cau.ses of poverty and 
misery and to oxarnino social and poli- 
tical quoations, had an extraordinary 
influence on his mind. He, in com- 
pany with somo fellow workmen, start- 
ed in tho spring of the year following 
a cheap weekly, styled the Spirit of 
Freedom. Ho wrote most of it him- 
self,- and made it the vehicle of ultra- 
r|idicAl j.Ol)iaions. His printed views 
rehdcred'him very unpopular with the 
prosperous and influential classes, caus- 
ing his dismissal from a number of po- 
sitions, and naturally increasing his 
bitterneas nnd prejudice against wealth 
and caste. His intensity was soon 
modified, and ho acquired prominence 
in connection with Frederick D. Mau- 
rice and Charles Kingsley in furthering 
plains for co-operative associations. 
About this time he married, and his 
poems in the London periodicals gave 
him a wide reputation. lie came to 
this country several years ago, and his 
lecture entitled, "VV^hy does not God 
Kill the Devil 1" drew considerable at- 
tention, Hs has of late years been an 
avowed and vehement Spiritualist, and 
has pursued literature as a profession 
in Edinburgh. His mental disorder is 
iittributed to his long and desperate 
struggle with poverty, disappointment 
and sickness.
